Students  Vote 
For  Return  of 
Varsity  Football 

"We  wont  football  at  Ly- 
coming" stated  the  student 
body  recently  in  a  campus- 
wide  election.  The  possibili- 
ty of  re-introducing  football 
was  put  to  a  vote  of  the  un- 
dergraduates and  was  favor- 
ed by  90  percent  of  the  stud- 
ents who  cast  ballots. 

Dr.  John  W.  Long,  president, 
told  the  student  body  that  the  di- 
rectors of  the  college  had  approved 
football  for  1954  provided  students 
endorse  the  project  to  the  extent 
of  a  voluntary  $10  increase  in 
their  student  activities  fee.

The  directors  approved  the  com- 
mittee's recommendation  with  the 
proviso  that  student  participation 
he  made  manifest  before  financial 
involvements  are  incurred.
